spite of active work by the police in 
running down everything that has 
seemed to offer a clue to the identity 
of the murderer. 


A reward of ?500 for the detection 


of the slayer of the woman is offered 
by Mp.yor Fletcher, and it is expect- 
ed that Governor Pothier and the em- 
ployers of viss Regester will increase 
the amount by ?500 each. Charles W. 
Regester, father of the dead, woman, 
will give a reward of, 5250 for the dis- 
covery of her murderer. 


Late last evening three police de- 


tectives went- to the home of Charles 
Douglass, the jeweler to Vr'hom Miss 
Regester was to have been married. 
They went in response to a. telephone 
message from Douglass, who asked 
that an officer come to see him. 


Upon their return from the home of 


Douglass the police Inspectors said 
that the dead woman's family had ad- 
mitted for the first time that she was 
acquainted with an Auburn man who 
has disappeared, and who has been 
the object of search by the police for 
several days. 
Heretofore the family 


had asserted that Miss Regester did 
not Know this missing man, but last 
night they said they hal ascertained 
that she had sung with him at musical 
entertainments on various occasions 
during the past winter. 


As a result of the interview with 


Douglass, the police will prosecute 
the search for the Auburn man with 
renewed vigor. 
The 
man 
disap- 


peared from his boarding house last 
Monday morning. 
According to the 


police he is thought to be either In 
Haverhill or Chieopee, Mass., where 
he has friends. 


Friday's search centred about the 


discovery that a ring, bracelet and 
purse, which the woman is said to 
have had with her when she left her 
home Monday evening to go to try on 
her wedding dress at her dressmak- 
er's, are missing. Heretofore the po- 
lice have clung to the opinion that the 
woman was killed by someone with 
whom she was acquainted and that 
robbery was not the motive, but when 
It was positively learned Friday that

April 23 and sent by way of Constanti- 
nople, has just reached the American 
Board, and it gives some particulars 
of the recent massacres not hitherto 
made known in this country. 
Brief- 


ly describing the funeral of American 
Missionaries Maurer and Rogers, who 
were killed during 
the 
disorders. 


Trowbridge writes: 


"The burial1 look place on April 16. 


With the city in terrible disorder and 
scores of conflagrations raging, it was 
Impossible to take the bodies out to 
any cemetery. 
The graves were dug 


side by side at the edge of the girls' 
schoolyard and services were con- 
ducted by Mr. Macallum and Mr. 
Trowbridge." 


Mr. 
Trowbridge 
criticizes 
the 


American government in the follow- 
ing paragraph of his letter: 


"All regret the 
tardiness 
of 
the 


American government in meeting'the 
crisis. 
A week and three days have 


passed and yet not a word from the 
embassy. 
Were it not for the untir- 


ing efforts of the British consul, Maj- 
or Doughty-Wylie, whose right arm 
is broken from a bullet, we could 
neither send letters nor telegrams,." 


With reference to the causes of the 


outbreak and the probable results, 
Trowbridge writes: 


"Yesterday the local paper, in a 


long, bitter article against the Ar- 
menians, said: 'This business is not 
over yet. 
We have 
only 
made a 


truce. 
Let ns see what the end of it 


will be.' 


"It is no doubt true that agents of 


the Armenian revolutionary societies 
have aggravated the already strained 
relations between Turks and Armen- 
ians. 
But the mass of Armenians, 


and especially the Protestant congre- 
gations, have been in all essential mat- 
ters loyal to the Ottoman govern- 
ment. 


"The real cause of anxiety noiv is 


not Moh'ammedan fanaticism, but the 
complete lack of confidence in the 
governor and his underlings. Thought- 
ful and patriotic Turks acknowledge 
this frankly. 
The government of this 


province, unless radically reformed 
by the severe punishment of the vali 
and his accomplices, will continue, to 
be a menace to law and order. 
For 


three days and nights the soldiers 
were kept waiting'on orders. 
On the 


fourth and fifth days, after the mas- 
sacre, orders were given to stop kill- 
ing. Why were they not given on the 
tirst day?" 


Mr. Trowbridge gives the names of 


more than a dozen native pastors who 
were killed.

The difficulty of getting a fair start with an airship designed to 


go to the pole is, of course, very great. On account of ice conditions it 
is impracticable to reach the base and start effective work before the 
early days of June. The season is at an end in the last days of August. 
Actually the period of effective work is confined to about ten weeks. 


If delay or accident happens from any cause it may be necessary to 
postpone the voyage till another yaar. 


In our first year, 1906, we had fine weather, but could not es- 


tablish the base and inflate and perfect the airship in one short sea- 
son. The second year, 1907, we were ready, but continuous high winds 
robbed us of all chance For a fair start. We have not as yet any in- 
formation, concerning the conditions of our camp. The balloon house 
may have been damaged or destroyed by ihe winter's storms. 


\Ve have no settled conviction as to whether success is or is not 


awaiting us in case we are able to make a start this year. If this were 
an easy thing to do it would have been done long ago. 
Moreover, if 


it were easy it would have little fascination which it now possesses. 
We have from the first fully realized the magnitude of the task and 
have known that there were more chances for failure than for success 
in any given year, which is true of all polar efforts, by any plan. We 
have bad, and still have, faith that our method is practicable and more 
promising of results than any other.

terest, in life out of doors and the free 
use o!' fresh air. modern playgrounds 
o:Ter important hcli). The health value 
of ,-.n iip-to-dme playground is almos 
sufficie'il reason for its existence in 
liny town or city 
regardless 
of

great utility in many other ways. 


Physical health is in mind, but 


moral health with healthy thinking Is 
closely related. 
Both are developed 


by open air activities such as nvc cur- 
ried on in the public playgrounds of 
today whose conductors have u right 
conception of their functions. 


To be of complete service to a com- 


munity a playground 
or 
recreation 


center needs to have more important 
things than games and exercises. 
It 


i.s well worth while to devote time foi 
arranging and time for carrying out 
plans that will make each playground 
a center for various forms of acrivity 
of an interesting and beneficial na- 
ture, aside from those that involve 
play, games, athletics and gymnas- 
tics. 


In Chicago a group of people is or- 


ganized to further outdoor life and ap- 
preciation of the

around that city in connection with 
the work of public recreation centers. 
In the vicinity of practically every 
city or town there are inviting seclions 
of woodland, hills, mountains or wa- 
ter that can he reached easily without 
much expenditure of time or money.

BACTERIA IX THE OCEAN. 


tffliuber of Organisms Increase as 


Shore is Approached. 


At no particular spot has the sea 


been found to be free from organ- 
isms, although those Isolated and re- 
cognized have proved to be harmless 
consisting of active motile rods and 
vibrios, cocci being less numerous. 
As might be expected, the number of 
organisms Increase Immensely as the 
shore Js approached. 
Thus, about a 


mile from the shore something like 
•1,000 germs per cubic centimetre 
have been found, and this influence 
of the shore exteiKls for four or live 
miles. 


Some hundreds of miles from land 


the number diminishes to (500 per 
cubic centimetre, and at greater dis- 
tances to 
L'OO or less. 
Of course, 


the fact ifeat algal vegetation is rich- 
est near the shore, providing a high- 
ly 
nourishing hunting ground for 


;ho marine organism, accounts for 
the myriads usually found 
there. 


Samples of sea water taken at some 
Je;;t:is below the surface proved to 
contain only a few bacteria per cub- 
ic cou'Jniecre. 
Thus at half a mile 


below the surface only from eight 
to 
i-.velve 
bacteria 
were 
present. 


There is little doubt that even should 
pathogenic organisms gain access to 
the sea, as must be the case when 
sewers discharge raw sewage into it. 
:heir activity must sooner or;later be 
destroyed. 


The sea is remarkable from a bac- 


ierioiegical point of view in c-ontaia- 
.r.g phosphorescent bacteria, and ll 
!s probable fh:;t some of these are 
iJsi'is'e-proQiicir.g, so far, at r.ny rate 
as regnrds certain aquatic anir::u!s. 
Tims a bacterium has been success- 
."•j!ly cultivated from a body of the 
'.'.in;it;3us taiiirus which is both pat'i- 
3gen:c an:I luminous. 
This bacter- 


ium invades the abdominal cavity of 
Q:S aquatic animal and all its or- 
gans with fatal issue. 
During the 


presence of the disease the victim 
ih!ues with a green light, v:hich is 
;aid to be visible nearly a dozen 
'•ards away, and which persists for 
ioiue hours after the demise ol! th^- 
animal. 
It is not improbable that 


'he luminosity of other marine atil- 
aials may be due to the Invasion of 
this light and disease-producing or- 
-anism.

Sugar in Apple Juice. 


The juice of ripe apples varies in 


sugar from seven to fifteen per cent, 
with an average around eleven per 
cent. Summer apples are lowest in 
sugnr.fal! apples next and winter ap- 
ples highest. 
Green apples contain 


little sugar and over-ripe apples con- 
tain less sugar than rips apples. Con- 
trary to the usual belief, sweet ap- 
ples are usually no richer In sugar 
than sour apples. The sweet flavor is 
caused by the absence of malic acid. 
The best keepers are the punks like 
the Eon Davis although apples of 
more solid gravity like the Wlnesips 
and the Pearmains keep very well. 
They contain quite as much sugar as 
any of the winter- sorts aud can be 
used for cider making.

To be most successful in laylrfg 


down peach trees for winter the 
work must begin on trees the first 
year they are set in the orchard.
